Dog Leash Law Thrown 
Out, But Voted Back In 


Less than one week after District 
Court Judge Gary McAliley declared 
Elba's dog leash law void, city council- 
men re-adopted the same ordinance 
which takes effect today. 

Ruling on a case filed in district 
court against George C, (Clive) Collier, 
Jr. and Jeanette Tice, last Friday Judge 
McAliley ruled Elba’s leash law uncon- 
stitutional. This decision ruled that the 
local ordinance was not consistent with 
state law. 

The original ordinance, which went 
into effect in March, provided that all 
cases resulting from the law would be 
directed to district court. However, at 
that time Elba still maintained record- 
er’s (or municipal) court. Recorder's 
court was later abolished by the mayor 
and council on April 6. 

According to McAliley’s ruling. 
state law provides that district courts do 
not have jurisdiction over city cases if 
the city maintains a recorder's court. 

**The City of Elba could not solely by 
the act of passing an ordinance vest the 
District Court with jurisdiction, To do 
so, State Law (Act 1205) would also 
have to be complied with. On March 19, 
1981 State Law had not been complied 
with to allow the District Court to hear 
City Cases,"’ ruled McAliley. 

Since, at the time of its passage, the 
leash ordinance was directed to the 
wrong court, the judge declared it void 
and charges against Tice and Collier 
were dismissed. The defendants, who 
were charged with violating provisions 
of the ordinance, were represented by 
Jackson W. Stokes, the former city 
judge. 

However, since the City of Elba no 
longer maintains a municipal court, the 
Coffee County District Court now has 
jurisdiction over city cases. Therefore, 
the lease ordinance could be re-adopted 
in its original form and be consistent 
with state law. 


Acting on a motion by Councilman 
John W. Sharpless, the council unani- 
mously approved re-adoption of the 
leash law during Monday night’s meet- 
ing. The ordinance is published on page 
18 of today's Clipper, and after six days 
of freedom for local dogs, the law goes 
back into effect. 

A group of approximately 20 resi- 
dents were present at the meeting to 
protest the leash law. The residents 
complained that the law was discrimina- 
tory against dogs which remained on 
the owner's property and did not roam 
throughout the town, Several also 
stated that it was inhumane to lease a 
dog which had been allowed to run free 
for years. ‘You can't teach an old dog 
new tricks,’ said one dog owner. 

Mayor Bob English told the group 
that public reaction had been ‘‘over- 
whelmingly"’ in favor of the leash law. 
He said residents are enjoying not 
having their garbage cans overturned, 
and being able to walk or jog along the 
city streets without having dogs nipping 
at their heels. 

Councilman Sonny Inman said he 
had also received a lot of feedback on 


the law, backing it 100 percent. He also 
commented that the shrubs in his yard 
are much healthier now that there are 
no dogs around. 


Well, if Mr. Inman was my 
neighbor, | would hope my dog would 
pee on his shrubs and kill them,” 
replied Ronnie Vaughan. 


The council also approved a motion 
by Sharpless to accept local attorney 
Tom Head's offer to try and work out a 
less restricting leash law. 

Head offered to work with City 
Attorney Mark Vaughan in reaching a 
compromise solution to the problem. 

‘Opposition to the law contends that 
it only penalizes the good dogs, while 
trying to control and penalize vicious 
animals,"’ said Mayor English. ‘I don’t 
know what we can do to make it more 
equitable, but the council is concerned 
with doing what is best for all 
concerned,”’ 

Another twist to the leash law 
controversy was added when Hiram 
Glass. who has served as animal control 
officer since the law went into, effect, 
submitted his resignation. 


City Approves Rate 
Hike For Electricity 


Electric rates in the city of Elba will 
increase effective with the bills to be 
received on December 1. This long 
expected increase was _ officially 
approved by the Elba Water and 
Electric Board in a meeting last 
Thursday. 

The net rate of increase for home- 
owners will be between 13 and 14

percent. This figure can be a bit 
confusing because of a higher increase 
in the base rate, but a lowering of the 
fuel adjustment rate to a level two mills 
for at least the next six months. 


An actual bill for an Elba home- 
owner was computed for the board and 
with the example of 2488 kilowatts of 
electricity used during the previous 
billing period. This homeowner will pay 
$139.34 for the electricity used and 
billed November 1. If this same 
customer were to be billed at the new 
increased rate, the bill would be 
$158.24. Both figures include fuel 
adjustment. 


Commercial and industrial rates will 
increase slightly more than the rates for 
homeowners, but are more complicated 
to figure due to demand charges (peak 
consumption for any 15 minutes in the 
month), and certain customers being 
required to pay at least 75 percent of 
their maximum bill for the next 12 
months. However, industrial rates 
should average about 18 percent 
increase. 

The utility did adopt a lower rate for 
the winter months of November through 
April for over 1,000 kilowatts a month. 
Again, this is due to the 75 percent the 
city must pay the wholesaler all year 
long regardless of the smaller amount 
used in winter. This ‘‘winter/summer 

, break"’ will drop the rate from six cents 
to five and one-tenth cents for all over 
the first thousand during the winter 
months. 


Chairman Charles Hayes said the 
board was continuing to look at 
alternate sources for electricity, but at 
present Alabama Electric was the best 
available over the long term. 
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Vote Split On Request For 


Attorney General’s Ruling 


The Coftee County Commission met 
in regular session on Monday, Oct. 23, 
at the courthouse in Enterprise, and 
voted to seek an attorney general's 
opinion on the legality of Probate 
Judge James L. Sawyer receiving a 
$450 a month expense allowance as 
chairman of the commission. 

The legality of the expense allow- 
ance was questioned two weeks ago in a 
front page editorial of The Elba Clipper, 
and at Monday's meeting Com. Rex 
Boutwell asked County Attorney War- 
ren Rowe for an opinion on the issue. 
“All I know is what I've read in the 
paper,"’ stated Rowe. ‘I didn't know of 
the latest ruling until I read it. I will 
study the legality of the matter, but I 
recommend the commission seek an 
attorney general's ruling. The quirk in 
the law is the judge holding dual 
positions--as both probate judge and 
chairman of the commission.”’ 

Judge Sawyer stated, ‘Il have 
consulted with my attorney and he 
believes what I am doing is legal. 
I've been drawing the allowance for 11 
years and still am drawing it.”’ 

A motion was made to seek an 
attorney general's opinion on the con- 
troversial issue and it passed by a 
narrow 3-2 vote, Voting for the motion 
were Boutwell, Eagerton and Grant, 
while Bradley and Bowden both yoted 
no. Com. Martin abstained from voting. 
The ruling is likely to take several 
wecks, which means at the first meeting 
in November the commission will have 
to act on the judge's salary and either 
pay it or turn it down.

meeting a large crowd was on hand to 
discuss the proposed sales tax bill 
introduced by Rep.

Although the crowd was large, it was 
not very vocal, with only a few people 
voicing an opinion, Hoover Moore, a 
vocal advocate of the need for one 
courthouse in Enterprise, stated he 
would like to see the commission 
consider an alternative type plan other 
than the bill introduced by Rep.

Two retired military men spoke up, 
saying the voters in the county should 
get to vote on the one courthouse issue 
and not be burdened by a sales tax to 
continue the dual courthouse system. 

When asked about the status of 
Holley's bill, Rowe answered, “The bill 
is progressing, just as before. The 
commission is under a court order to 
build a jail in Enterprise, and the other 
parts went with the bill.” 

Com. Billy Eagerton asked Moore, 
“You are advocating one courthouse, 
would you support one courthouse 
anywhere in the county?”’ In somewhat 
of a surprise, Moore, a major backer for 
a petition to move the county seat to 
Enterprise, answered, “Yes, if the 
people can vote to choose the site. | 
wish the people could vote. I think the 
commission should build a jail in 
Enterprise, as the court ordered, and 
not bring in the courthouse issue." 

*‘We have tried to put a package. 
together to give the people a choice,” 
said Com. Rex Boutwell. “If the 
people want to keep the dual system 
they will vote for the bill, and by doing 
so, keep the system and at the same

time upgrade the condition of the 
buildings. If the bill is voted down, I will 
support one courthouse in New Brock- 
ton!” 

During the discussion about the 
sales tax bill, two rural residents 
changed the subject and complained 
about the county's plans to close a 
widely travelled road near the Fairview 
Community. The commission assured 
the residents the road would not be 
closed until public hearings are held 
and everyone involved is contacted. 

After the residents complained 
about the poor shape of the road, an 
Enterprise citizen quizzed the commis- 
sion about the poor condition of the 
roads in the county and a lack of repair 
work. County Engineer Charles Bowden 
answered, saying, ‘It is frustrating to 
try to do roadwork with worn out 
equipment. | have been here since May 
and have done my best to serve the 
people.” 

County Forestry Agent Wayne 
Roberts was next to address the 
commission, and he reported his de- 
partment was in desperate need of a 
truck. ‘The state has offered to buy a 
$32,000 tractor for the county," said 
Roberts, ‘but it will do us no good if we 
don't have a truck to pull it. I'm afraid 
the state will put the tractor in another 
county if we don’t get a truck. We have 
been using a borrowed truck for over a 
year and the man wants it back. We 
stand to lose a $32,000 piece of 
equipment if we don’t get a truck.” 

Roberts added he had checked on a 
new truck and stated it would cost 
$6,800. The commission discussed the 
request, but took no action.

Jail Not Up To Standards 


The Coffee County Jail in Elba was 
inspected by the Alabama Board of 
Corrections on October 15, and in a 
report released on Monday at the 
county commission meeting, the jail 
was noted as not being up to acceptable 
standards, 

While the exterior of the jail was 
listed as being in fair condition, the 
interior was rated to be in poor shape, 
especially the cells, stairways and cell 
locking devices. Also receiving criticism 
was practically all the items listed under 
food services. 

In a summary of the inspection, the 
report stated, ‘‘This jail is in poor 


condition. The inside stairwell 1s steep 
and narrow, the roof leaks, and the 
kitchen is too small for the jail. The 
standards of sanitation in the kitchen 
are not adequate. The plumbing is in 
poor condition, and the plumbing leaks 
from the second floor. Showers are 
dirty, one commode is inoperative, 
inmates are not required to bathe. The 
jail needs cleaning and painting. New 
smoke detectors are needed. Ventilation 
is not adequate. There is too much 
unnecessary personal property in the 
cells, The refrigerators in the kitchen 
need cleaning. Food storage areas are 
in poor condition. Additional jailers and 


Paul Named To Commission 


Sheriff Brice Paul of Coffee County 
has been appointed to the Governor’s 
Commission on Crime, a board picked 
by Gov.

Sheriff Paul reported the special 
pane! will hold public hearing in the 
state to identify problems in the 
criminal justice system and take 
recommendations on upgrading the 
system.

overcrowding of jail facilities, and the 
crime rate in Alabama. At the public 
hearing, the commission will listen to 
attorneys, judges, court officials, offici- 
als of the Board of Corrections and the 
general public. The hearing will con- 
clude in January 1982, and at that time 
an official report will be filed with the 
governor on the commission’s findings 
and recommendations. 


‘I was honored to be chosen for the 
commission,"’ stated Sheriff Paul, ‘‘and 
look forward to serving on it. It will be 
an opportunity for me to get an insight 
into the total criminal justice system 
and discover methods used to solve 
various problems encountered on all 
levels of law enforcement. I think the 
learning experience will help me better 
serve as sheriff of Coffee County.”

Fhe people of Alabama 
are constantly exposed to 
public officials and educators 
lamenting the problems con- 
fronting educational fi- 
mincing in our state and at 
the local level. As educators, 
we are often guilty of manxi- 
mizing the problem without 
addressing the cause. Public 
schools in Alabama receive 
funds from the federal, state 
and local governments, For 
various reasons, the dollar 
amount received from each 
seurce will differ from sys- 
tem to system. During the 
1981-82 school year, our 
system will receive approxi- 
mately 81° of its revenue 
from the state, 10% from the 
federal government. and 9% 
from local sources. During 
the coming months, | will 
attempt to explain how local 
school systems receive mon- 
ey and why, in many cases. 
the amount is decreasing. 

On October 8, 1981. the 
Elba City Board of Education 
approved a $1,748,518.00 
budget for the 1981-82 school 
year. This budget reflects a 
decrease of $366,150.00 
when compared with the 
19S80-8!E school budget. One 
reas m for the decrease is a 
$76,923.00 reduction in fed- 
eral funds to be received for 
he 1981-82 school year. 

Historically. public edu- 
cation has not been a func- 
tion of the federal govern- 
ment. The United States 
Constitution does not ad- 
dress public education, but 
leaves it as a state function 
through implied power. Fed- 
eral aid to education began to 
surface in the late 1950's 
and early 1960's. Congress 
determined that it was in the 
best interest of the country to 
begin providing financial as- 
sistance to public schools. 
During the following two 
decades. federal aid to edu- 
cation increased through the 
means of categorical and 
competitive grants. 

Categorical grants are al- 
located amounts of money 
given to school systems for 
specific supplemental pro- 
grams. The amount of funds

Thinking back down 
memory lane, | cherish the 
thought of my visits to New 
Zion Church. I, had the 
chance to ride in that surrey - 
a two-seated buggy with a 
fringed top over it.

The $76,923.00 reduction 
in federal funds for the 
1981-82 school vear reflects a 
reduction in both categorical 
and = = competitive — grants. 
These cuts are a direct result 
of the current White House 
budget cuts which went into 
effect this vear. What do 
these cuts mean to our school 
system? In essence. we will 
sce a reduction in the types 
and amounts of supplemen 
tal services that have been 
available for the past several 
years. The long range result 
is obvious. The programs 
that are absolutely essential 
to maintain will place an 
increased financial burden at 
the state and local level. The 
nuinagement of the declining 
federal dollar will become a 
new challenge for educators 
as we move into the new 
decade. Priorities will be 
adjusted as local school sys- 
tems make decisions as to 
what programs are good and 
what programs are neces- 
sary. Public education, as 
well as other segments of our 
society, will feel the impact 
of the federal budget cuts as 


the current administration 
strives to deal with our 
economy. The withdrawal 


process will be painful but, at 
the same time, will cause us 
to muster our collective re- 
sources and skills in order to 
meet a new challenge.

New |.D. Cards for Food Stamp Recipients 


The U.S. Department of 
Agriculture has issued new 
rules requiring food stamp 
recipients in large metropoli- 
tan areas to show photo- 
graphic identification when 
receiving their food stamps. 

Secretary of Agriculture 
John R. Block said the new 
photo ID system ‘‘will play 
an important role in joint 
efforts by the U.S. Depart- 
ments of Agriculture and 
Justice to crack down on 
abuse of the food stamp 
program.” 


Under the new rules, 
USDA will no longer replace 
food stamps reported lost or 
stolen, Block said these and 
other major anti-fraud 
measures are part of the 
Reagan administration's 
overall effort to eliminate 
fraud and abuse in the 
federal food stamp program. 

State welfare agencies 
will be required to institute 


photo ID systems within a 
year in food stamp project 
areas with 100,000 or more 
recipients, unless they get an 
exemption from USDA's 
Food and Nutrition Service. 
Smaller food stamp project 
areas may also be required to 
install photo ID systems if 
the FNS and USDA Inspec- 
tor General's office finds it 
useful to protect program 
integrity. 

“The new photo ID sys- 
tem is principally designed to 
prevent the issuing of dupli- 
cate benefits,’" Block said. 
“For example, if a food 
stamp authorization card is 
stolen from the mail, the 
photo ID requirement can 
prevent an ineligible person 
from using the authorization 
card to obtain food stamps 
illegally. By recording and 
cross-checking ID numbers, 
the new system will discour- 
age individuals from 
attempting to get a double

The city of New York, 
which has had a significant 
problem with duplicate food 
stamp issuance, will be the 
first to implement the new 
photo ID system. New York 
plans to begin using the ID 
system November 1, in con- 
junction with other new con- 
trols which have already cut 
the rate of authorization card 
replacements by two-thirds. 
In New York and other 
areas where the photo ID 
card is mandated, all food 
stamp households will be 


required to have a member * 


or an authorized representa- 
tive of the household get and 
use the ID card as a condition 
of eligibility. Exceptions can 
be made for such cases as an 
elderly or disabled person 
who is unable to come to the 
food stamp application of- 
fice. : 

“Through these new 
guidelines we aim to pro- 


tect food stamp recipients 
against legitimate verifiable 
losses while limiting the 
government's liability and 
the cost to the taxpayer," 
Block said. 

Under the new rules, 
coupons reported lost by or 
stolen from recipients will no 
longer be replaced by the, 
federal government. How- 
ever, in certain disaster situ- 
ations, such as floods or 
fires, destroyed coupons may 
be replaced once in a six- 
month period. In the past, 
any food stamp recipient 
could receive a replacement 
for their food stamps if they 
were reported lost or stolen. 
Such a policy has led to wide- 
spread abuse in some areas. 

Limits will be placed on 
the frequency and condition 
under which local welfare 
agencies can replace authori- 
zation cards lost in the mails 
or destroyed in a fire or 
similar disaster.

Millions Of 


U.S. Peanuts 


Reimported 


U.S. handlers whose U.S. 
grown peanuts were sold for 
export and subsequently re- 
imported last season, may 
not be subject to the 10- 
cent-per-pound _ liquidated 
damages fee normally as- 
sessed for these peanuts, 
according to Hoke Leggett, 
vice-president of the U.S. 
Department of Agriculture's 
Commodity Credit Corpor- 
ation. 

Leggett said CCC would 
determine each case on its 
merit. About 8.8 million 
pounds of U.S. grown pea- 
nuts have been reimported, 
he said. 

He said the liquidated 
damages fee may be waived 
because reentry of the U.S. 
peanuts contracted for export 
did not interfere with the 
domestic price support pro- 
gram this past marketing 
year. Severe drought condi- 
tions in some of the major 
U.S. peanut> growing areas 
greatly reduced the 1980 
crop and required the im- 
porting of large quantities of 
peanuts, he said. 

Liquidated damages are 
intended to prevent U.S. 
peanuts contracted for export 
from reentering the United 
States. Such reimportation 
could cause CCC to lose 
money on peanuts grown for 
the domestic market and 
supported at prices normally 
above the world market, 
Leggett said. 

Current regulations pro- 
vide that peanut handlers 
who sell U.S. peanuts into 
the export market are re- 
sponsible for paying the li- 
quidated damages fee should 
those peanuts ever be re- 
imported. 

Quota peanuts are those 
grown for the domestic mar- 
ket and within the poundage 


quota established for the 
marketing year. Peanuts 
grown for export or for 


domestic crushing are called 
“additional peanuts’’ and 
are grown on a farm’s allot- 
ted acreage but in excess of 
the poundage quota. 

During the 1980 market- 
ing year, about 301 million 
pounds of foreign grown 
peanuts were imported into 
the United States to help 
make up the domestic crop 
shortfall.

DIVIDING BULBS

Dig the clumps of bulbs 
and set them in a shady, dry 
spot. Leave the soil on the 
clumps. Wait a few weeks 
until the bulbs and soil have 
dried, then remove the soil 
and separate the bulbs. Store 
them ina cool, dry place until 
planting time. 


PUMPKIN SEED SNACKS 

You fashioned your 
Halloween pumpkin into a 
scarey jack-o-lantern, and 
used the insides to make a 
tasty pie. All that’s left are 
the seeds - and what can you 
do with them? Try roasting 
them to make a tasty snack. 
Just follow these steps: 

Mix 1% cups of water 
and three tablespoons of salt. 
Bring to a boil, then pour 
over 1% cups pumpkin 
seeds. Cover and let stand at 
room temperature for 12 to 
24 hours, then drain liquid 
from seeds. 

Spread seeds evenly in a 
10 x 15-inch baking dish.

NEVER climb a tree or 
fence or jump a ditch with a 
loaded gun. 

NEVER pull a gun toward 
you by the muzzle. 

NEVER shoot a bullet ata 
flat, hard surface or water. 
At target practice, be sure 
your backstop is adquate. 


STORE guns and ammu- 


nition separately, beyond 
reach of children. 

AVOID alcoholic bev- 
erages before or during 
shooting.

$160,000 io the City of Eiba 
for the Hawkins-Williams 
Recreational Park means that 
construction will start soon 
on phase | of a much-needed 
recreation complex.

The 
$100,000 grant will be added 
to an additional $100,000 
appropriation from the city, 
bringing the total cost of the 
initial project to $200,000. 

The recreation park is to 
be built on a 39-acre tract of 
land (a one-acre parcel was 
donated to the city) located 
off Highway 125 North, only 
two miles from downtown 
Elba.

The Elba Tigers, sparked 
by the fine play of the Gold 
Rush defense, clinched a 
winning season last Friday 
night by blanking the 
Evergreen Aggies 21-0 in 
Evergreen.

***The first National Peanut 
Festival was held in 1938 to 


promote the main agri- 
cultural product of the 
Wiregrass. It was discon- 


tinued during World War Il 
and resumed in 1947. The 
festivities include a horde of 
excitement, and its attrac- 
tions are unlimited. This 
week | would like to pay 
tribute to a great man - a 
man that was considered by 
his peers as a man among 
men - Dr. G.W. Carver. Dr. 
Carver was surely a pioneer 
in the uses of peanuts. Born 
the son of a slave, George 
Washington Carver survived 
a series of illnesses and 
disappointments to become a 
scientist, artist and friend of 
presidents. The why - what- 
and how of the world fas- 
cinated him, and when he 
was 14, he started out to find 
some answers. By the age of 
30, he had worked his way 
through school and college 
and had received a Master's 
degree in agriculture and 
bacterial botany from lowa 
State University. 

Finally settling down in a 
position as botanist at lowa 
State University, he had the 
equipment he needed to do 
his experiments. His re- 
search on fungus growths 
had begun to attract nationai 
scientific interest, and four of 
his nature paintings were 
exhibited at the World's 
Exposition in Chicago. 

It was about this time that 
Booker T. Washington wrote 
from Tuskegee asking his 
help for fellow blacks. ‘'I'm 
not talented in such areas as 
plowing and harvesting - I 
teach them to read and write. 
I cannot give them food."' 
Dr. Carver then headed for 
Tuskegee, where the agri- 
culture building consisted of 
a room which also served as 
living quarters. There was no 
lab equipment, and from 
scraps Carver designed a 
makeshift lab; a teacup with 
a broken handle became a 
mortar, a piece of drapery 
rod the pulverizer; chipped 
bottles were cut down to 
become beakers and retorts. 
He taught his students 
principles of diversification 
and soil enrichment, and at 
the end of the first year the 
farm he had planted showed 
a profit of $4 an acre. 

Each weekend he rode 
through = Macon County 
giving out seeds and teach- 
ing people to change their 
planting and eating habits, 
showing them how to utilize 
waste products. In 1915 the 
boll weevil plague hit, wiping 
out many small farmers. 
Carver told them to plant 
peanuts, a crop considered 
worthless before this time 
He worked night and day to 
develop possible uses for the 
peanut, and came up with a 
remarkable 300; and by the 
end of World War I, the 
infant peanut industry was 
worth $80 million a year and

was one of the most im- 
portant crops in a farming 


belt running from Mont- 
gomery to the Florida 
border. In Carver's later 


years, many of the famous 
people of the time traveled to 
meet with him -- such as 
Theodore Roosevelt, Calvin 
Coolidge. Franklin Roosevelt 
and Henry Ford. The crown 
prince of Sweden studied 
with him for three weeks, 
and Mahatma Gandhi asked 
his advice. At one time 
Thomas Edison asked him to 
work with him at an annual 
salary of $100,000, but 
Carver refused. He would 
never accept a salary more 
than the original $125 per 
month he was offered when 
he first came to Tuskegee. 
He died at Tuskegee on 
January 5, 1943.

ORDINANCE NO. 1980-4 


BE If ORDAINED BY 
THE CITY COUNCIL OF 
THE CITY OF ELBA. 


ALABAMA, as follows: 

That section 4-10 through 
4-18 of Chapter 4 of the Code 
of the City of Elba, Alabama, 
1968 is deleted and shall read 
as follows. 

For the purpose of this 
article. the following words 
and phrases shall have the 
meanings respectively 


ascribed to them by this 
secuoion: 
SECTION 1 
(a) “At large.” 
Unrestrained and not 
under the control of the 


owner or other person acting 
for the owner, such control to 
be exercised either (1) by 
confinement within a fence, 
wall or other enclosure in 
such a manner as to 
effectively prevent the 
escape of the dog; or (2) by 
the restraint of the dog by a 
leash. cord or chain not less 
than 10 feet in length and 
secured to a collar, with 
swivel connections, in such a 
manner as to effectively 
prevent the escape of the 
dog; provided, however, that 
the length of the leash, cord 
or chain shall be reduced to 
such length as to prevent the 
dog, when so secured, from 
entering premises other than 
that of the owner; (3) when 
the dog is in a public place 
and off the premises of the 
owner by the restraint of the 
dog by a leash, cord or chain 
not more than 6 feet in length 
and secured to a collar, with 
swivel connections, in such a 
manner as to effectively 
prevent the escape of the 
dog. It is provided further 
that no dog shall be re- 
strained in an inhumane 
manner. 

“t(b) ‘Dog.’ 
includes and means all 
members of the canine 
family three months or more 
of age. including pet foxes, 
wolves and other such 
members of the canine 
family. 

“(c) ‘Chief Animal Con- 
trol Officer.” Chief Animal 
Control Officer shall mean 
the person designated by the 
City Council who shall be 
primarily responsible for the 
enforcement of this article. 

**(d) ‘Owner.’ Any per- 
son owning, keeping, pos- 
sessing, harboring or main- 
taining a dog within the city 


Such term 


or within the police 
jurisdiction of the city. 
SECTION 2. 
“(a) The City Council 


shall appoint a Chief Animal 
Control Officer and such 
depiiies and assistants as 
may be necessary, who shall 
be employees of the City, 
subject to the provisions of 
Act 2280, Acts of Alabama, 
1971. Such Chief Animal 
Control Officer, deputies and 
assistants, shall be paid such 
salaries ‘as the City Council 
shall set.. The expenses of 
the Chief Animal Officer, his 
deputies and assistants, 
together with their salaries, 
shall be paid from the 
general fund of the city. It 
shall be the duty of the Chief 
Animal Control Officer to 
enforce the provisions of this 
article; to catch and impound 
any dog running at large 
within the city and within the 
police jurisdiction of the city; 
to attempt to rid the city of 
stray, homeless, unclaimed 
and diseased dogs; to 
cooperate with the humane 
officer and the county rabies 
inspector; and to perform 
such other duties as may be 


prescribed by the City 
Council. 
“(b) The Chief Animal 


Control Officer, his deputies 
and assistants, and members 
of the police department, 
shall have the right, for the 
protection of the public 
health, welfare and safety, to 
enter upon any property 
within the city or police 
jurisdiction for the purpose 
of capturing and impounding 
any dog found running at 
large. The Chief Animal 
Control Officer, his deputies 
and assistants, and members 
of the police department, 
upon verified written com- 
plaint that a dog has bitten a 
human being, shall have the 
further right, for the pro- 
tection of the public health, 
welfare and safety, to enter 
upon any property within the 
city or its police jurisdiction 
for the purpose of capturing 
and confining the dog, under 
the direct care, custody, 
control and supervision of a 
licensed veterinarian, for a 
period of ten days, in 
accordance with the pro- 
visions of Section 3-7-9, Code 
of Alabama, 1975, as 
amended. It shall be un- 
lawful and punishable as a 
misdemeanor for any person 
who is the owner or cus- 
todian of a dog which has 
bitten a human being to fail 


to promptly turn over or 
deliver such dog to the Chief 
Animal Control Officer. his 
deputies or assistants, or 
members of the police de- 
partment upon demand of 
one of such persons. Any 
expense incurred in the 
handling of any dog, under 
the provisions of this sub- 
section. shall be borne by the 
owner or custodian of such 
dog 


SECTION 3 

“It shall be unlawful for 
any person to Own, possess, 
keep, maintain or harbor a 
dog within the city or its 
police jurisdiction without 
having such dog inoculated 
annually for rabies, as 
required by Section 3-7-2 of 
the Code of Alabama, 1975, 
as amended.” 


SECTION 4. 

(a) ‘Confinement of 
dogs on private premises.’ It 
shall be unlawful and 
punishable as a misdemean- 
or for any person owning. 
keeping, possessing, harbor- 
ing or maintaining a dog to 
cause, permit or allow such 
dog to be at large on or about 
any place, lot or premises of 
same within the city or within 
the police juriséiction of the 
city. All dogs within the city 
and police jurisdiction of the 
city shall be kept: 

“(1) confined within a 
fence, wall or other enclosure 


in such a manner as to 
effectively prevent the 
escape of such dog or (2) 


restrained by a leash, cord or 
chain of not less than 10 feet 
in length and secured to a 
collar, with swivel connec- 
tions, in such a manner as to 
effectively prevent the 
escape of the dog; provided, 
however, that the length of 
the leash, cord or chain shall 
be reduced to such length as 
to prevent the dog, when so 
secured, from _ entering 
premises other than that of 
the owner. 


“(b) ‘Restraint of Dogs in 
Public Places and Off 
Premises.’ It shall be un- 
lawful and punishable as a 
misdemeanor for any person 
owning, keeping, possess- 
ing, harboring or maintain- 
ing a dog to cause, allow or 
permit such dog to run or be 
at large upon any street, 
alley, thoroughfare, sidewalk 
or public place in the city or 
in the police jurisdiction of 
the city unless such dog is 
attached to a leash, cord or 
chain of not more than 6 feet 
in length and secured to a 
collar, with swivel connec- 
tions, in such manner as to 
effectively prevent the 
escape of the dog, and with 
the leash, cord or chain being 
in the hands of the owner or 
other person in charge of 
such dog.”’ 


“(c) ‘Keeping barking, 
howling, ete. -dogs.’ 

It shall be unlawful for 
the owner of any dog to 
suffer or permit on his lot or 
premises the loud and 
frequent or continued bark- 
ing, howling or yelping of 
said dog, so as to annoy or 
disturb the neighbors. 


SECTION 5S. ‘Impound- 
ment of dogs found at large; 
redemption procedure; dis- 
position of unredeemed 
dogs." 


**Any dog which is found 
at large on any street, 
sidewalk, alley, thoroughfare 
or other place in the city and 


-the police jurisdiction of the 


cHy shall be caught and 
taken by the Chief Animal 
Control Officer, his deputies 
and assistants, and im- 
pounded in the city pound. 
Any such dog so impounded 
may be retaken or redeemed 
from the pound by the 
owner, or his duly authorized 
representative, within seven 


days from impoundment 
thereof, or at any time 
thereafter before sale or 
destruction thereof, by 


paying the Police Chief or his 
representative a fee of $5.00 
which he shall remit to the 
City of Elba plus the cost of 
keeping such dog in the 
pound at the rate of $2.00 per 
day which he shall remit to 
the City of Elba. Every such 
dog which has remained in a 
pound for seven days and 
which has not been 
redeemed or retaken by the 
owner, or his duly authorized 
representative, within such 
time shall be sold by the 
poundmaster after having 
first given forty-eight hours 
written notice of the time of 
sale, with a description of the 
dog to be sold, by posting 
such notice upon a bulletin 
board at the City Hall, which 
place of posting is hereby 
declared to be and is made 
and constituted a _ public 
place, open to the public; 
provided, that no such dog 
shall be sold at a price of less 


than $5.00 which shail be 
remitted to the City of Elba, 
plus the cost of keeping such 
dog at the rate hereinabove 
prescribed. No such dog 
shail be released from a 
pound, either to the owner or 
his duly authorized repre- 
sentative, or to a purchaser, 
unless and until such dog has 
been inoculated, as_pre- 
scribed by law and a cer- 
tificate and tag, as likewise 
prescribed, shall have been 
issued therefor. Dogs not 
redeemed or purchased, as 
herein provided, shall be 
destroyed by the pound- 
master in a humane manner 
without delay.” 


SECTION 6. Impounding 
of dogs upon premises of 
other than owner. 

“Any dog, whether wear- 
ing an inoculation tag or not, 
which is found upon the 
premises of a person other 
than the owner or keeper 
thereof, shall, at the request 
of the owner, or his duly 
authorized representative, of 
such premises, be impound- 
ed by the Chief Animal 
Control Officer, his deputies 
and assistants, or the 
humane officer, as provided 
in this article. Such dog may 
be redeemed upon the 
payment of the fee set out in 
Section 5 hereof. If such dog 
is not redeemed, the same 
shall be subject to disposition 
as provided for in Section 5." 


SECTION 7. 
Fines. 

A violation of any of the 
provisions of this Ordinance 
by any person shall con- 
stitute a misdemeanor. Any 
person who shall violate any 
of the Provisions of this 
Ordinance shall be fined not 
less than Ten and No/i00 
($10.00) Dollars, nor more 
than One Hundred and 
No/100 Dollars ($100.00), 
and may be-imprisoned or 
sentenced to jail or hard 
labor for a period not exceed- 
ing six (6) months, or both, at 
the discretion of the District 
Judge. 


Penalties - 


SECTION 8. Repeal of 
Conflicting Ordinances. 

All former ordinances or 
parts thereof conflicting or 
inconsistent with the. «pro- 
visions of this ordinance, are 
hereby repealed. 


SECTION 9. Validity. 

The invalidity of any 
section, clause, sentence or 
provisions of this ordinance 
shall not affect the validity of 
any other part of 
ordinance which can be given 
effect without such invalid 
part or parts. 


SECTION 10. Effective 
Date. 

This ordinance shall 
‘become effective imme- 


diately upon publication after 
adoption by the City Council.
